Heavy fog blamed for three-vehicle accident on AA 


A three-vehicle accident on 
October 16 at 7:01 a.m. on the AA 
Highway near Peach Grove sent 
three to area hospitals. 

James J. Adkins, 25, of Florence 
was operating a 1991 Toyota Camry 
southbound on the AA Highway. 

Maurice Collie 47, of Indianapo¬ 
lis, Indiana was operating a 2012 
Freightliner box truck northbound 
on AA Highway. 

Sharon H. Mueller, 54, of Foster 
was operating a 2002 Chevrolet 
Impala northbound on the AA High¬ 
way. 

According to Pendleton County 
Sheriffs report the accident hap¬ 
pened when Adkins was southbound 
on the A A Highway he crossed the 
double yellow line into the north¬ 
bound lane from the center south¬ 


bound lane striking Collie in the 
drivers wheel and left side. As 
Adkins was in the northbound lane 
Mueller's vehicle struck Adkins 
vehicle in the passengers side front 
door with the front of her vehicle. 
Collie's vehicle travelled approxi¬ 
mately 168 feet before overturning 
onto the passengers side in the 
northbound lane and sliding into an 
earth embankment where it came to 
a stop. Witnesses' stated that it was 
extremely foggy, one stated that all 
she saw was cars going into each 
other and the truck crossing the 
road, the other stated that a small car 
passed him southbound in the center 
lane and within moments the box 
truck was in his lane leaning on two 
wheels as it went to its side. Adkins 
advised that ah he could remember 


was the car spinning. Mueller stated 
that she did not see Collie's vehicle 
due to the fog, she also stated that 
she saw the headlights of Adkins 
vehicle come into her lane and saw 
Adkins vehicle strike Collie's vehi¬ 
cle and that she did not see Collie's 
vehicle until the impact. Adkins 
vehicle was in a spin after striking 
the truck and shot toward Mueller's 
vehicle in the northbound lane and 
she slowed down but could not 
avoid Adkins' vehicle. 

Northern Pendleton Ambulance 
transported the injured to University 
of Cincinnati Medical Center and to 
St. Elizabeth Ft. Thomas. 

Pendleton County Sheriff Craig 
Peoples worked the accident. The 
northbound lane was shut down and 
reopened at 9:05 a.m. 


Mayor and city 
council secure 
50 jobs for 
Falmouth

Falmouth Mayor Mark Hart congratulated 
the city council regarding the Dollar General 
Store Project. Mayor Hart said that the DGS 
human resources supervisor had informed him 
that the new store would employ 50 citizens as 
managers, cashiers, sales clerks and Stockers. 
Hart explained that a job fair would be held in 
November where employment applications 
would be taken. Mayor Hart said the new Dol¬ 
lar General Store could be in operation within 
two or three months. “This is an accomplish¬ 
ment of which we can ah be proud, “said the 
mayor, “I want to thank each of you for your 
hard work pertaining to the new store and the 
Klee Farm Development Project. “ 

Representative Tom McKee presented the 
mayor and the city council with a symbolic Big 
Check for $15,034.23 in Road Aid funds to be 
used for the construction and repair of city 
streets. 

Other business conducted by the Falmouth 
City Council in the October 16, 2012 meeting: 

• Approved an ordinance that authorizes the 
installation of a traffic light at the intersection 
of Maple and Shelby streets. 

• Approved an ordinance which authorizes 
the city to borrow money from the Fifth Third 
Bank to purchase 38 and one half acres of the 
Klee Farm to be used for commercial develop 
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New drivers license 
starting this fall 

Installation of software and cameras for 
Kentucky’s new driver’s license will require a 
one-day suspension of license-issuing activity 
in the Pendleton County Circuit Court Clerk’s 
office October 26. 

Other operations of the circuit clerk’s office 
are not affected, and the office will be open all 
day. Driver’s licensing operations will resume 
the following day, and the new license will be 
available to Pendleton County residents. 

“The new licenses are the manifestation of 
Kentucky’s efforts to improve the level of 
service provided to our customers, in addition 
to securing a credential Kentuckians use each 
day,” said Kentucky Transportation Cabinet 
(KYTC) Department of Vehicle Regulation 
Commissioner Tom Zawacki. 

The new license has multiple layers of 
security features, ah linked to each other, so 
counterfeiters must compromise multiple 
technologies - not just one. 

Features include: 

• Digital watermark imperceptible to the 
human eye 

• Bank note-level fine line printing

The current classes are a 
mixture of traditional and non 
traditional students. Instructor 
Barbara Brown said there are a 
wide variety of reasons why 
people are taking her computer 
skills class. Student Sarah Mann 
wants to challenge herself. 
Charlotte Pace loves that it is 
close to home. Some of the stu¬ 
dents are actually Pendleton 
County high school students 



who are enrolled through the 
Gateway Regional Academy, a 
program whereby they can pur¬ 
sue college credit while still in 
high school at half the normal 
tuition. Other students are adults 
who have decided to raise their 


job marketability by improving 
their academic and technical 
skills. A11 seem to agree that the 
convenience of the classes 
being offered locally played a 
significant part in their decision 
to enroll this semester. 

The current class offerings 
are the product of a grass roots 
initiative between the citizens 


of Pendleton County and Gate¬ 
way Community & Technical 
College. Its goal is to create 
countywide, long term econom¬ 
ic development by raising the 
educational and technical skill 
level of our residents. By rais¬ 


ing the educational and training 
level of our citizens they can 
get better, higher paying jobs. A 
better trained local workforce 
can attract a variety of different 
businesses and industries. By 
creating more economic diver¬ 
sity, a more solid local economy 
that is better able to withstand 
downturns will develop over 


time. 

Currently, the U.S. ranks 
18th worldwide in the educa¬ 
tional attainment of its popula¬ 
tion. Pendleton County is below 
the state and national average in 
total educational attainment. In 


2005/2006, only 43% of Pend¬ 
leton County graduates started a 
post-secondary education pro¬ 
gram.

Three Rivers offer free flu shots 


Three Rivers District nurses 
gave out 203 flu shots and 49 
TDAP vaccines free to Pendleton 
County residents at the Wool 
Festival. The Flu Clinics not only 
help prevent illness and perhaps 
save the lives of elderly citizens 
and those with weakened immune 
systems due to chronic disease, 
this is also an exercise for Three 
Rivers District Health Depart¬ 
ment to practice our preparedness 
and response readiness to epi¬ 
demics and natural disasters. Of 
course, this exercise has some 
economic benefits to our citizens 
and it also provided free publicity 
for the Wool Fest. Some people 
came solely to get their free flu 
and TDAP shots but stayed to 
shop, eat, and enjoy the music. It 
is what business experts describe 
as a classic "win/win". 

Another health related topic, 
the Center for Disease Control 
(CDC) confirms that tobacco use 
is the leading cause of preventable 
death in our nation. At a time 
when tobacco use is declining 
across the nation and many states 
and municipalities are passing 
tobacco free laws, Pendleton 
County’s high school students' 
survey data indicates they are 


regularly using tobacco products 
at a rate that is nearly six times 
the national average of 7.7%. 
Tobacco addiction will surely 
handicap our students when they 
enter the tobacco free environ¬ 
ments outside of Pendleton 
County. 

224 Pendleton County citi¬ 
zens completed a ten question 
yes/no opinion survey about 
tobacco use. 188 were in favor of 
24/7 100% tobacco free campus¬ 
es in Pendleton County. Nearly 
all the respondents agreed that 
secondhand smoke exposure was 
harmful to children. The CDC 
agrees. Research has determined 
the secondhand smoke causes ear 
infections, more frequent and 
severe asthma attacks, respiratory 
symptoms and respiratory infec¬ 
tions. It is no wonder that some 
students at the high school risk 
additional health problems by 
avoiding using the bathrooms 
due to the prevalence of second¬ 
hand smoke there. 

We still have free flu shots and 
TDAP available at the clinic resi¬ 
dents can call 634-6985 ext. 1 to 
make an appointment or drop in 
on Tuesday and Friday from 8 
a.m. to noon.

Eating healthy around the 

holidays: For people with 
diabetes

also a time when people eat more 
high-fat, high-calorie foods than 
they normally would. If you have 
diabetes, it is sometimes difficult 
to maintain your blood glucose 
within the target range set by 
your doctor. Some careful 
thought and planning can go a 
long way to help you manage 
your blood glucose and still have 
a good time around the holidays. 
Eating during the holidays should 
be no different from the way you 
eat every day if you eat a moder¬ 
ate amount of foods that are high 
in nutrients and low in fat and 
calories. Before the holidays 
begin, create daily, healthy eating 
habits. Establishing daily habits 
early will help you make wise eat¬ 
ing choices during the holidays. 
Follow these tips to start a healthy 
routine: 

• Start your day with a healthy 
breakfast. Include whole grains, 
fruit, low-fat dairy and protein. 

• Choose vegetables and fruits 
that have a variety of colors. 

• Eat whole grains. 

• Choose a variety of proteins 
like seafood, chicken, turkey and 
beans. 

• Watch your portion sizes. 


Parties are popular during the 
holidays and can cause unhealthy 
eating. Try not to arrive at the 
party hungry. Don’t skip meals 
during the day to “save” calories 
and carbs. Don’t rush to eat at the 
event; spend some time socializ¬ 
ing first. When you do eat, use 
small plates, and fill them with 
healthy foods like fruits and veg¬ 
etables. Also, when socializing, do 
not stand near a table with food; 
this will help you avoid unneces¬ 
sary nibbling. 

Remember, there are lots of 
sweets and desserts during the 
holidays, and these foods often 
contain carbs and fat with few 
other nutrients. Try substituting 
fruit as dessert. Fruit is sweet and 
has fewer calories than most des¬ 
serts. If using fruit as a dessert, 
keep within one serving size for 
the particular fruit. When cook¬ 
ing, use vanilla or cinnamon to 
act as a sweetener. This flavoring 
will add sweetness without a lot 
of carbs. Also you can split a des¬ 
sert with a friend or try bringing 
your own diabetes-friendly dish 
to the party.

Fall is the time to think about 
all those flowers we associate with 
spring: daffodils, crocus, and 
other easy-to-grow flowering 
bulbs. If you aren’t growing any 
spring-flowering bulbs in your 
landscape, you are missing out on 
some easy-to-grow plants that 
provide early color to your gar¬ 
den. 

These bulbs are planted in fall 
because it corresponds to the end 
of their natural dormancy. Most 
of these plants begin root growth 
in fall, followed by a cool stratifi¬ 
cation period necessary for proper 
flower development and then 
shoot growth in late winter and 
early spring. 

No matter which bulbs you 
select, remember that the largest 
bulbs will produce the greatest 
show next spring. However, 
smaller bulbs will still produce 
some flowers, and these may be 
the best choice for mass planting 
or naturalizing. Avoid any bulbs 
that feel lightweight as these may 
have severely dried during stor¬ 
age. 


It’s important to plant flower¬ 
ing bulbs at the proper depth, so 
inquire about plant depth at the 
nursery or follow the label direc¬ 
tions. A light application of bone 
meal fertilizer at planting is often 
recommended, though probably 
not necessary. Most bulbs do not 
need fertilization until growth 
emerges in the spring. When you 
see plants emerging, apply 1 to 2 
pounds per 100 square feet of a 
complete fertilizer (like 10-10- 
10). 

Once flowering occurs, 
remove the faded blooms, but 
don’t remove the foliage. The 
leaves produce sugars and other 
compounds necessary for the 
bulb to overwinter and bloom 
again the next spring. Most bulbs 
will enter dormancy in late spring 
or early summer and will renew 
growth, starting with the root 
system in the fall.

40. So far my garden hasn’t been 
hit with a killing frost. I am sur¬ 
prised because it has been quite 
cold on some mornings. Some 
places look like they did, though. 
Both my gardens are beside build¬ 
ings so I wonder if they are pro¬ 
tected from the cold a little more? 
The boys did pick a lot of my 
green tomatoes and my green and 
hot peppers just in case it frosted. 
The green tomatoes I will wrap in 
newspaper and put in the base¬ 
ment in the canning room. They 
seem to ripen slower that way and 
I think it makes them taste better. 
The green peppers were still 
doing so well that they picked 
three five gallon bucket fulls. We 
use the smaller ones by stuffing 
them with cream cheese and 
Colby cheese, then grill them 
with bacon just like we do jala- 
peno and banana peppers. The 
children prefer the green peppers 
as they are not hot at all. 

We still haven’t started our 
stove yet. Our coal comes on 
Saturday. Joe needs to get a new 
part on the stovepipe. He would 
like to get everything ready to 
start it tomorrow, it will feel bet¬ 
ter to have the chill taken out of 
the house. Right now we just let 


the propane lights burn a little 
longer. They do put off a lot of 
heat. We bought a new gas light 
for the boys bedroom but some¬ 
thing isn’t the right size so we 
need to exchange it. The boys 
haven’t had a light in their bed¬ 
room since the fire in May. They 
miss it more since it is getting 
darker quicker at night. It will 
also help heat their bedrooms 
more on chilly mornings. 

Saturday our family attended 
the wedding in Columbia City 
for Menno and Maggie. It was 
enjoyable and it was nice to see a 
lot of Joe’s aunts, uncles, and 
cousins that we don’t often see. 
Also met some of my readers and 
it was nice talking to them. 

Yesterday was spent driving 
the two hours to the children’s 
hospital and back to have both of 
Loretta’s casts removed. This can 
be an all-day affair. It had been 
four weeks since the surgery but 
to Loretta it had seemed even 
longer having those heavy casts 
on. She now has air casts on her 
feet and legs up to her knees. She 
needs to wear these 24/7 and can 
only remove them to shower. She 
is allowed to start putting weight 
on her feet as tolerated. She 
stayed home from school today as 
she was having a lot of pain. I 
called the doctor and they said it 


is normal with this kind of sur¬ 
gery. The best thing to do is go 
slowly putting on a little weight 
at a time. The doctors also said 
heat or ice will relief the pain in 
elevating the legs. Right now she 
is elevating the legs with the hot 
water bottle. Next week she will 
try to go back to school but she’ll 
take her wheelchair until she is 
used to the walking cast. She will 
also be fitted with AFO braces on 
both feet. Until those are ready, 
she will need to wear the air casts. 
A thank you to all for their 
prayers, cards, and encourage¬ 
ment throughout this surgery. 
Sister Emma passed out sheets to 
family, friends, and the families 
in church and presented Loretta 
with a scrapbook. She has 
received many nice sheets and 
good ideas. 

Daughter Susan has started 
the laundry and I should go help 
her. It will be chilly for her to 
hang the clothes outside. Sun is 
out and there is a wind blowing 
so the clothes should dry. God’s 
blessings.

In order to put into perspec¬ 
tive what Pendleton County 
native Nate Jones accomplished 
in 2012, a little history is neces¬ 
sary By all accounts researched, 
only one other person from Pend¬ 
leton County has played Major 
League Baseball in the history of 
the game. It has been more than a 
century (1910) since a gentleman 
named Frank Browning, from 
Pendleton County was a starting 
pitcher for the Detroit Tigers. 
According to the records, Brown¬ 
ing pitched in the major leagues 
that one year. Therefore, in 2012 
Nate Jones became only the sec¬ 
ond person in the history of 
Pendleton County to play Major 
League Baseball in the history of 
the game. 

And, my-oh-my, what a year 
the 2012 baseball season was for 
Nate Jones! Only two years ago, 
Nate finished the 2010 season as 
a successful starting pitcher for 
the Winston-Salem (North Caro¬ 
lina) Dash, an advanced single-A 
division minor league affiliate of 
the Chicago White Sox. Last year, 
Jones was named "Pitcher of the 
Year" as a relief pitcher for the 
Birmingham (Alabama) Barons, a 
double-A division minor league 
affiliate of the White Sox. 

Jones went to spring training 
this year with the White Sox 
knowing only a select few are 
chosen to play for the major 
league team straight from the 
double-A division and skipping 
the triple-A division. However, in 
spring training this year Jones was 
more determined than ever to 
show the White Sox management 
he was ready for the challenge. 
And, show them he did! 

The 26-year old, six-foot-five- 
inch, 220-pound, right-handed 
flame-thrower with the 98-99 
mile-per-hour fastball, a knee- 
buckling slider and an occasional 
change-up appeared in 10 spring 
training games, pitched 10.2 
innings and struck out 17 batters. 
In a completely unexpected 
move, the Sox named Jones as a 
member of their 25-player major 
league roster at the end of spring 
training. Needless to say he, his 
family friends and fans were 
ecstatic! 

Okay so making the major 
league roster is one thing. Per¬ 
forming on a daily basis at the 
major league level as a rookie is 
another. It didn't take long for 
everyone to get a feel for what 


was to come. Jones made his 
major league debut on Sunday 
April 8, 2012 in Arlington, Texas 
versus the defending American 
League champion, Texas Rangers. 
As he entered the game to begin 
the bottom of the 7th inning, 
obviously quite nervous, Jones 
walked the first two batters he 
faced. After a visit to the mound 
by the pitching coach, all Jones 
had to do was get the next batter 
to hit into a double-play, then 
strike out the 2010 American 
League Most Valuable Player, 
Josh Hamilton. Well, guess what? 
He did just that! The "Tweet 
Trends Scale" went abuzz with 
news about Nate Jones. 

As a relief pitcher for the 2012 
Chicago White Sox in the Ameri¬ 
can League Central Division of 
Major League Baseball, Nate 
Jones had a rookie season that can 
only be described as spectacular. 
Although wins and losses are not 
suppose to relate much to relief 
pitchers, Jones was the American 
League relief pitching leader in 
wins with eight and recorded zero 
losses. He also was the White Sox 
relief pitching leader with 71.2 
innings pitched. He appeared in 
65 games, allowed 67 hits, 19 
runs (all earned) equating to a 
2.39 earned-run-average, 32 
walks (three intentional), one hit 
batsman, and four home runs. 
He also struck out 65 batters. 

More incredibly is what Jones 
managed to accomplish during 
the second half of the season 
(from the All-Star on) and during 
September, the "toughest month" 


for contending teams in Major 
League Baseball. 

From the All-Star game until 
the end of the season, Jones 
appeared in 32 games, recorded 5 
wins and 0 losses, pitched 33 
innings, allowed 30 hits, 15 
walks, 6 runs (all earned) equat¬ 
ing to an 1.64 earned-run-average 
and recorded 28 strike outs. 

The Chicago White Sox lead 
the American League Central 
Division for 117 days during the 
2012 season leading up to the last 
two weeks. Unfortunately they 
were overtaken by the Detroit 
Tigers in those last two weeks and 
lost the division title. However, in 
his last 23 appearances in the 
2012 season Jones accomplished 
the following: 24.1 innings 
pitched while allowing only one 
earned run. 

Again, what a spectacular 
rookie Major League Baseball sea¬ 
son it was for Pendleton County 
native, Nate Jones! 

Oh yeah, there was one other 
occurrence that might be note 
worthy about Jones' 2012 season. 
During the All-Star break, while 
Jones was home for a few days, he 
and his wife, Lacy Wright Jones, 
announced to family and friends 
they are expecting their first child 
(a girl) due sometime in March, 
just in time for spring training.

He's glad he 
was sitting down when the doctor 
gave him the diagnosis of breast can- 


"Let's say a little bit of a shock: 
I'm a male, I got breast cancer. I'm 
shocked. Because not knowing, not 
thinking ahead, and being, what in 
the year I was diagnosed, 2000 guys 
were diagnosed, but I was one of the 
very few in this area to be diagnosed." 

This year, about 2200 men will 
be diagnosed with breast cancer, and 
over 400 will die from it, according 
to the American Cancer Society. 

Tom has no problem sharing his 
story with other men, who he says are 
often very shocked, just like he was.

"I really think they are. Because 
they don't think 'OK, well, yeah, he's 
got breasts', but, you know, they 
don't think that it's a fatty tissue in a 
guy, and whatever." 

A family history of breast cancer 
often puts men at risk, but that was 
not the case with Retzack. The cause 
of most breast cancers in men is still 
unknown. It's about a hundred times 
less common in men than in women. 

Tom's advice to other men is to 
do self-examinations. 

"If you develop a lump in the 
area, and you go to a doctor, please 


have him check it out. Because 90 
percent of the doctors who perform 
physicals do not give a male a breast 
cancer exam. They will give you a 
testicular exam, but they will not give 
you a breast cancer exam." 

The American Cancer Society 
says the best things a man can do to 
lower his risk of breast cancer are to 
reduce alcohol consumption and 
maintain a healthy body weight. The 
best strategy for reducing deaths 
caused by breast cancer is early detec¬ 
tion, and that's true for both men 
and women.

Sen. Katie Stine reviews Kentucky congressional week 



Legislative

School” visits 
punctuated 
another busy 
week of legisla¬ 
tive committees. 
One of my favor¬ 
ite activities as

state senator is 
talking to our 
young people 
about how special it is to live in a 
democracy and what that form of 
government means to them. The 
National Conference of State Legis¬ 
latures (NCSL) sponsors the school 
visits for legislators to help bring 
civics to life for students through 
classroom visits. I talk about how 
debate, negotiation, and compro¬ 
mise are essential and how even as 
kids, their voices are valuable to 
policy. So far, I've had terrific, dis¬ 
cussion-filled visits with students at 
Lincoln Elementary in Dayton and 
Crossroads Elementary in Cold 
Spring. Also, I had the pleasure of 
hosting Ruth Moyer Elementary 
from Ft. Thomas, in the Senate 
Chamber for a Capitol tour. 

Wednesday was a packed day in 
Frankfort. I chaired the Subcom¬ 
mittee on Families and Children 
where we received updates on the 
foster care system and considered 
what help is available from the state 
for grandparents raising their grand¬ 
children. We also heard from the 
state epidemiologist and a represen¬ 
tative from the Department of Edu¬ 
cation who briefed the committee 
on school-required immunizations 


for children. I shared with them the 
concerns that I have heard from 
several of my constituents that 
schools are inflexible in their immu¬ 
nization certificate requirements; 
requiring them at the start of school 
even though some of the kids are 
not able to get the shots till later in 
the year due to age restrictions for 
receiving them. I urged the Depart¬ 
ment of Education to make some 
adjustments that would save parents 
having to pay for two visits to the 
doctors to get these immunizations 
for their children. 

The Interim Joint Committee 
on Health and Welfare had a lengthy 
agenda. We reviewed the implemen¬ 
tation of House Bill 1, a bill that 
passed this session that made it 
more difficult for “pill mills,” pain 
clinics that dispense prescription 
drugs indiscriminately fueling the 
states drug epidemic, to stay open. I 
was very concerned that in trying to 
address the problems caused by a 
few, many good doctors and their 
patients with legitimate medical 
needs are being negatively impacted. 
The head of patient safety from an 
Owensboro hospital gave such testi¬ 
mony. He said that some doctors 
felt that they now needed a lawyer 
to prescribe anything. The regula¬ 
tions are still being developed and 
you can be assured that I am doing 
everything I can to make sure that 
Kentuckians have access to the 
healthcare they need without end¬ 
less bureaucratic hoops and costs. 

At my urging, we also discussed 
an item that was not on the agenda. 
That morning, we learned that Ken¬ 


tucky Spirit, one of the three Med¬ 
icaid managed care companies in 
Kentucky, was pulling out of the 
state because of disputes with the 
Cabinet of Health and Family Ser¬ 
vices. It is no secret that the imple¬ 
mentation of Medicaid managed 
care has been a rocky one with 
patient confusion and late or miss¬ 
ing payments and reimbursements 
to providers and pharmacists. The 
Secretary of the cabinet, Audrey 
Haynes, testified as to what the 
impact will be for our people and 
our budget. The Governor had 
promised savings with these compa¬ 
nies and with one leaving the state, 
the savings are now in question. 
While we were assured that the 
people being served by Kentucky 
Spirit will be transitioned to the 
other companies, Secretary Haynes 
was very unclear as to what the 
impact to our budget will be. Esti¬ 
mates have ranged from $90 - $168 
million. Obviously, this will have a 
very serious affect on the states bud¬ 
get. I will keep you informed as I am 
updated. 

The Interim Joint Committee 
on Economic Development and 
Tourism met in Midway College on 
Thursday. The mayor of Lexington 
and a representative from Louisville 
discussed cross-regional economic 
opportunities ana initiatives. We 
also received a brief update on the 
workers’ comp rates in Kentucky.

Citizen complaint against Northern Pendleton FD 


Dear Editor, 

I am sending you this letter 
because I have written a similar one to 
Northern Pendleton Fire Chief and as 
of this date he has not responded. I 
also sent James Daly and Mr. Hart a 
copy of that letter. 

On May 21, 2012, I called 911 
and N. Pendleton Fire Dept, squad 
responded along with Pendleton Co. 
paramedics. My husband, Dennis, had 
a heart attack. His symptoms were 
pain in his left shoulder blade running 
down his left arm; he felt extremely 
hot, dizzy/shaking uncontrollably and 
was grey around his mouth. Denny is 
66 years old but in normal circum¬ 
stances, looks 10 years younger. On 
this day, he looked like a 95 yr. old 
man and was treated as such. 

The paramedics were disregarded 
by N. Pendleton Co. Fire Dept, and I 
had to tell their crew three times that 
this was not normal for Dennis, he 
needs to go to St. E. South. They had 
said his vitals were normal and kept 
asking a man having a heart attack 
(three times) if he thought he needed 
to go to the hospital just to be checked 
out. Dennis was finally asked if he 


could stand up to get on the cot by 
himself, which he did. The people N. 
Pendleton Co. Fire Dept, sent could 
not load him; he weighs 180 lbs.!!! 
They thought he may have been over¬ 
heated since he had been on a ladder 
cleaning the gutters. I am not trained 
in any medical field with the exception 
of being CPR certified. When Dennis 
called me at work and told me his 
symptoms, I suspected a heart attack, 
although he had never before had 
heart problems.. I told him to take 2-3 
aspirin, sit down; I was only 20 min¬ 
utes away. N. Pendleton Fire Dept, 
finally transported him to St. E. South. 

The hospital was very busy; a 
nurse started doing her job and sud¬ 
denly there were seven people working 
on my husband. Dr. Jordan said, “Mr. 
Trimble, you are having a heart attack, 
we are taking you to surgery”. I heard 
a nurse say “Northern Pendleton 
brought him in and they don’t have 
one”. What is it that N. Pendleton Co. 
Fire Dept, does not have for a heart 
attack patient? 

Dennis still has an artery that is 
50% blocked; what if this happens 
again? We live on the Falmouth/Butler 


line, most people think we are Butler; 
we are not! I realize that re-districting 
is out of the question, if not, please put 
us in the Pendleton Co. District where 
they have paramedics. Another sugges¬ 
tion is: if I call 911, send your squad 
but, if the situation is as serious as the 
one on May 21, 2012, your crew relin¬ 
quish their rights and let the paramed¬ 
ics decide what treatment will be given 
to the patient. Paramedics do have 
more credentials than EMT’s. Please 
advise us if this won’t work, we intend 
to self-transport to Falmouth. 

I feel we were trapped in a politi¬ 
cally motivated situation which could 
have cost my husband his life. Being 
territorial in a life or death situation is 
not good politics to me. I have received 
a bill for your service and we are refus¬ 
ing to pay it. Our home owner’s insur¬ 
ance (Farm Bureau, Steve Ammerman) 
has paid $498.05 (which should be 
refunded) to N.P. Co. Fire Dept, and 
they want $124.52 more for a Taxi 
Cab??? We didn’t need a ride, we 
needed HELP!!!
